inclined to regard colds as inevitable. 
|The former have not devoted enough 
| attention to prevention or cure and the 
latter have not realized. the dangers 
and responsibilities of infection. 

If, therefore, some organization of a 
scientific character can undertake an 
exhaustive study of colds in all their 
forms, and can find for them the pre- 
ventives which, unless the lessons of 
checking much more dangerous dis- 
eases are to be ignored, must exist, it 
will be doing a great service to man- 
kind, Even when colds are not fol- 
lowed by graver illnesses like influen-

English Farmer Advocated Vaccina- 
tion Long Before Dr, Jenner Tried it 
Although vaccination is linked with 
the name of Jenner, there is ample 
evidence that it was practised by 
farmers and others in the rural dis- 
tricts of England long before his day 
It Was common knowledge amongst 
these people ghat an atiack of cowpox 
immunised the sufferer Against small- 
pox, and it was quite usual for farm 
workers to infect themselves and their 
children with the former complaint to 
protect them against the latter. In- 
deed, twenty-two years before Dr. Jen- 
ner made his first vaccination, a farm- 
er named Benjamin Jesty, of Down- 
shay, openly advocated the practice; 
but, not being a medical man, he was 
laughed at for his pains. Time has, 
however, proved his theory correct.

ALBERTA’S GREAT VICTORY 
INNING for his home prov- 
ince of Alberta, the. un- 
precedented distinction. of the 
world’s championship in both 
wheat and oats, Herman Trelle, 
the young farmer of Lake Sask- 
atoon district, near Grande 
Prairie in the Peace River dis- 
trict, was awarded both these 
championships at the Interna- 
tional Hay and Grain Show at 
Chicago, It was in 1896, just 
thirty -years ago, that, wheat 
grown in the Peace River coun- 
try won the championship at 
the World's Fair at Chicago. 
Once since, in 1923, Alberta won 
the wheat honour, when Major 
Strange was made champion at 
Chicago, In the same year Mr. 
Trelle was placed third in wheat, 
but ‘never’ previously have both 
the wheat and oats champion- 
ships at Chicago gone to the 
same man and the same farm: 
Thus Mr. Trelle’s victory is un- 
que. His samples of Marquis 
wheat and Victory oats won out. 
Mr. Trelle’s farm is near the new 
station of Wembley, just west 
of Grande Prairie. 

Besides these pries many 
others were won by Alberta far- 
mers in both grain and livestock, 
our University securing two 
first and two seconds for live- 
stock. 5 

All this makes one look for- 
ward to a great future for Al- 
berta; a future such as was pre- 
dicted by Rt, Hon. Arthur Meig- 
hen when addressing our school
